Forging 

Upbeat Republicans 
debate priorities for 
a post-election plan 

Washington 

Republican leaders, ever more con- 
fident of their chances of winning 
control of the House and possi- 
bly even the Senate, have begun 
plotting a 2011 agenda topped by 
a push for more than $100 billion 
in spending cuts, tax reductions 
and attempts to undo key parts of 
President Obama’s health care and 
financial regulation laws. 

The question is how much of 
the OOP’s government-shrinking, 
tax-cutting agenda to advance, and 
how fast. 

GOP lawmakers are public- 
ly mum about much of what they 
intend to do if they prevail in Tues- 
day’s midterm congressional con- 
tests. But especially in the House 
— where Republicans have a clear 
shot at scoring the 40-seat gain 
they would need for control — they 
are in intense internal talks about 
a OOP-driven agenda. 

Ohio Rep. John Boehner, in line 


to become speaker under that sce- 
nario, and Rep. Eric Cantor, his No. 
2, have begun talks to ensure a plan 
is ready, a spokesman said. 

Republicans laid out some of 


their wish list in the “Pledge to 
America,” which called for tax 
and spending cuts and repealing 
the health care law, among other 
things. Some GOP leaders argue a 


victory Tuesday would give them a 
strong mandate to carry out such 
changes. 

“If the public puts us in the 
majority, they’re saying that they 
want this to go forward,” said Rep. 
Kevin McCarthy, R-Calif Obama, 
he added, “would be in a hard posi- 
tion not to support this.” 

That’s not necessarily a view 
shared by the Senate’s top Republi- 
can, Mitch McConnell of Kentucky, 
who’ll help lead a strengthened GOP 
team in that chamber, regardless of 
whether the party gains the 10 seats 
necessary to get control. 

“I think humility and gratitude 
is the appropriate response to the 
midcourse correction that I think is 
coming — not, you know, ... acting 
like we have been entrusted with 
the entire federal government,” 
McConnell said recently. 

Republicans know they face a 
difficult task — scarcely less daunt- 
ing than Obama’s own after he was 
elected president — in fulfilling 
the expectations of angry voters 
who are again demanding change, 
and much depends on how Obama 
would work with a GOP majority.

No Hope for N. J. 


Christie stands firm 
on halting costly rail 
project to New York 

Trenton, N.J. 

Gov. Chris Christie cited New Jer- 
sey’s lack of money Wednesday in 
standing by his decision to kill a 
train tunnel connecting his state 
to New York City, a move that could 
force the state to repay $350 mil- 
lion it was given to start the nation’s 
biggest public works project. 

Christie, a rising star in the GOP 
for his budget-slashing, has argued 
that his state can’t afford to pay 
for any overruns on the $9 billion- 
plus rail tunnel under the Hudson 
River. The state is on the hook for 
$2.7 billion plus overruns. 

“In the end, my decision does 
not change,” Christie said. “I can- 
not place upon the citizens of New 
Jersey an open-ended letter of cred- 
it, and that’s what this project rep- 
resents.”

and New Jersey were each set to 
contribute $3 billion. 

Transportation Secretary Ray 
LaHood called the decision “a dev- 
astating blow” to New Jersey com- 
muters, construction workers and 
the state’s economy. 

Construction began last year on 
the tunnel, which has been in the 
works for 20 years. In September, 
Christie suspended work on the

New Jersey will likely have to 

repay the $350 million the federal 
government fronted for the tunnel, 
and New York will likely make a bid 
for the $3 billion in committed Port 
Authority funds to help complete 
subway and rail access to Grand 
Central Station from Long Island. At 
least $1.25 billion became available 
for New Jersey state projects with 
the tunnel’s demise, but Gov. Chris 
Christie said he hadn’t yet figured 
out how to shore up the nearly broke 
state fund. (AP) 


tunnel and ordered a cost review.

The tunnel aimed to supplement 
a century-old tunnel that officials 
have said has been at capacity for 
years.

Death Toll Surges in Indonesia 


More than 300 dead, 
20,000 displaced by 
tsunami, volcano 


Indonesia 

The death toll from a tsunami and 
a volcano rose to more than 300 
Wednesday as more victims of 
Indonesia’s double disasters were 
found and an official said a warn- 
ing system installed after a dead- 
ly ocean wave in 2004 had broken 
from a lack of maintenance. 

Hundreds were still missing 
after Monday’s tsunami struck 
the remote Mentawi islands off 
western Sumatra, where officials 
were only beginning to chart the 
scope of the devastation. At least 
311 people died as the huge wave, 
triggered by an undersea earth- 
quake, washed away wooden and 
bamboo homes, displacing more 
than 20,000 people. 

About 800 miles to the east in 
central Java, the Mount Merapi 
volcano was mostly quiet but still 
a threat after Tuesday’s eruption 
that sent searing ash clouds into the 
air, killing at least 30 people and 



No Warning 

Indonesia's emergency warn- 
ing system fell into such disrepair 
that it effectively stopped working 
about a month ago. As a result, not a 
single siren sounded after Monday’s 
quake. It was unclear whether any 
sirens could have made a difference, 
because the islands worst affected 
were so close to the epicenter that 
the tsunami would have reached 
them within minutes. The group that

Police, Protesters Clash in Arab-lsraeli Town 


Prominent activist’s 
espionage conviction 
adds to rising unrest 

Umm el-Fahm, Israel 

Dozens of Jewish extremists hoist- 
ing Israeli flags marched through 
this Arab-lsraeli town Wednesday, 
chanting “death to terrorists” and 
touching off clashes between rock- 
hurling residents and police who 
quelled them with tear gas. 


As the unrest unfolded, an 
Israeli court convicted a prominent 
Arab-lsraeli activist of spying for 
the Lebanese militant group Hez- 
bollah in a plea bargain that will 
send him to prison for up to 10 
years. The activist, Amir Makhoul, 
greeted supporters in court with a 
smile and a victory sign. 

The court case and the vio- 
lence in Umm el-Fahm added to 
mounting tensions between Isra- 
el’s Jewish majority and its Arab 
minority.

Israeli Arabs are ethnically 
Palestinian, but enjoy equal rights 
under Israeli law, unlike their breth- 
ren in the West Bank and Gaza.

The Jewish extremists con- 
verged on Umm el-Fahm, one of 
Israel’s largest Arab towns, because 
it is a stronghold of the country’s 
radical Islamic Movement.

told reporters in El Calafate, where 
Kirchner and his wife had gone 
to rest and await their turn to be 
counted in the nation’s census. He 
was accompanied at all times by his 
wife, the presidency said. 

Kirchner had undergone an 
angioplasty after a heart attack 


in September but was still a likely 
candidate in next year’s presiden- 
tial elections. The news shocked 
Argentines and Kirchner’s sup- 
porters planned a mass gather- 
ing for Wednesday night outside 
the Casa Rosada, Argentina’s pres- 
idential palace. Already, dozens of 
Argentines showed up in the Plaza 
de Mayo before the palace, stand- 
ing silently in mourning. 

“There will be a demonstration 
to honor Kirchner and to show Cris- 
tina that we’re with her, support- 
ing her,” said the leader of the Evita 
Movement, Emilio Persico. “In 
these days, we’ll be demonstrating 
in the streets that we are millions 
who will replace Kirchner.” 

Kirchner worked hand in hand 
with his wife to maintain the rul- 
ing party’s hold on power. With 
Kirchner gone, Fernandez is like- 
ly to face many new threats to her 
leadership, michael warren (ap)

Witness: Police Sloppy With Levy 


Man who first found 
remains says officers 
made light of situation 

Washington 

The man who first found some of 
Chandra Levy’s remains in Rock 
Creek Park testified in D.C. Superi- 
or Court Wednesday that the police 
officers who responded to his call 
“traipsed” up and down the site, 
making light of the find and act- 
ing unprofessionally. 

It was “appalling,” said Philip 
Palmer, 50, on the witness stand.

Palmer said he walked about 
100 yards to a construction site 
to find a phone and call police. 
His 911 call was played back for 
the jury. 

After taking some additional 
information, the dispatcher sent an 
officer to meet Palmer.

Transit Subsidy to Drop 


Commuter benefits that 
were expanded are Likely 
to expire at end of year 

Federal employees and some private-sec- 
tor workers who take public transit have 
enjoyed a big break in their commuting 
costs since early last year, thanks to the 
stimulus law. The tax-free dollars they 
could set aside from their paychecks have 
almost doubled. 

But after two years, the expanded 
commuter benefit is set to expire Dec. 
31 unless Congress acts to extend it, an 
unlikely scenario given a lame-duck ses- 
sion after the midterm elections and par- 
tisan gridlock over new spending. 


Metro’s Marathon Plans 

Metrorail will open at 5 a.m. Sunday to 
accommodate the runners and specta- 
tors heading to the Marine Corps Mara- 
thon. In addition to opening two hours 
earlier than normal, the transit author- 
ity will put on extra Blue Line trains. 


The likely reduction — back to $120 
from the $230 benefit in effect since Jan. 
1, 2009 — is taking many federal work- 
ers by surprise and disappointing transit 
advocates who say reducing the benefit 
will put more cars on the road in Wash- 
ington, New York, Chicago and other 
congested urban areas. In the Washing- 
ton area, riders had been insulated from 
Metro’s historic fare increase this year 


with the higher subsidy. 

The U.S. Department of Transpor- 
tation, which manages transportation 
benefits for 110 federal agencies, is dis- 
tributing memos and fliers to notify the 
agencies of the change. But several fed- 
eral workers boarding Metro at L’Enfant 
Plaza after work last Friday said they had 
no idea their transit subsidy likely would 
be reduced. 

About 170,000 federal workers and 
115,000 employees at private companies 
in the Washington area use the transit 
benefit, Metro spokesman Steven Tauben- 
kibel said. He could not say how many of 
those commuters were prompted to sign 
up since the higher transit subsidy took

Alleged Metro Plot Foiled 

Va. man is charged with planning simultaneous blasts at multiple rail stations 


Washington 

Federal law enforcement authorities have 
arrested a Northern Virginia man in connec- 
tion with an alleged plot to carry out simul- 
taneous of terrorist bombings at stations in 
the Washington Metro system, according to 
a federal indictment. 

Farooque Ahmed, 34, of Ashburn, Va., 
conspired with people he believed to be 
al- Qaeda operatives to attack the stations 
at Arlington National Cemetery, Pentagon 
City, Crystal City and Court House, the 
indictment said. 

An administration official said Ahmed, a 
naturalized U.S. citizen who was born in Pak- 
istan, first drew the attention of law enforce- 
ment officials by seeking to obtain unspeci- 
fied materials. He later became the target of 
an undercover sting operation, officials said. 

“Today’s case underscores the need for con- 
tinued vigilance against terrorist threats and 
demonstrates how the government can neu- 
tralize such threats before they come to frui- 
tion,” said David Kris, assistant attorney gen- 
eral for national security. “Farooque Ahmed is 
accused of plotting with individuals he believed 
were terrorists to bomb our transit system, but 
a coordinated law enforcement and intelligence 
effort was able to thwart his plans.” 

The planned attack was not imminent, offi- 
cials said, stressing that the public was never 
in danger. Ahmed was arrested early Wednes- 
day and later appeared in U.S. District Court 
in Alexandria on terrorism charges.

According to the indictment, Ahmed 
planned to attend the hajj, the annual pil- 
grimage to Mecca, next month and told the 
people who he believed were his co-conspir- 
ators that he would be ready to go overseas 
“to conduct jihad” in January. 

The arrest is the latest in a series of cases 
involving U.S. citizens, including another Pak- 
istani American, who was convicted of plan- 
ning to set off a car bomb in Times Square, that 
have raised concerns about an increasing num- 
ber of Americans drawn to violent jihad. Fais- 
al Shahzad, 30, was sentenced to life in prison 
this month; the bomb he left in a car in Times 
Square in May failed to detonate. 

In other instances, suspects were caught in 
sting operations. Earlier this month, Hosam 
Smadi, 20, of Jordan, was sentenced to 24 years 
in prison for attempting to use a weapon of 
mass destruction to blow up a Dallas skyscrap- 
er in September 2009. Another man, Michael 
Finton, 29, awaits trial in March on similar 
charges, after driving an FBI-supplied van 
that he believed contained a ton of explosives 
to blow up the Paul Findley Federal Building 
and Courthouse in Springfield, lU., also in Sep- 
tember 2009.

Shanahan: No Mid-Season Deal for McNabb

Coach won’t discuss 
contract extension 
until season is over 

The Redskins 

Redskins coach Mike Shanahan 
said Wednesday that he would not 
be involved in any contract discus- 
sions with quarterback Donovan 
McNabb — or any other player — 
during the season, further damp- 
ening the chances that the first- 
year quarterback could receive an 
extension in Washington before the 
season is over. 

After the Redskins’ workout in 
preparation for Sunday’s game at 
Detroit, Shanahan was asked wheth- 


er he needed to evaluate McNabb 
— who, through seven games, has 
what would be his worst passer rat- 
ing since 1999 — for a full season 


before deciding on an extension. 

“They’ve asked me before: Well, 
when are you going to offer a con- 
tract? Have you talked about con- 


tracts?”’ Shanahan said. “I’m going 
to do this with all different positions. 
No. 1, 1 don’t get involved at this time 
of year. The only thing that I talk 
about is guys getting ready to play 
and playing at a very high level. If 
I ever talk about a contract with a 
player, it’ll be at the end of the sea- 
son, for obvious reasons.” 

Earlier Wednesday, McNabb 
took a similar stance. “That’s real- 
ly nothing that I am concerned 
with at this particular point,” 
McNabb said. 

There is a possibility that Gen- 
eral Manager Bruce Allen could ini- 
tiate talks on an extension, but no 
deal of that magnitude would be 
executed without Shanahan’s input.

FEDERALSEXCRIMES prosecutor 
Allison Leotta has been putting 
baddies behind bars for a decade.

The first recorded performance of 
Shakespeare’s “Henry VIH” ended 
up setting the Globe Theatre on 
fire. From this experience, thes- 
pians ever3rwhere learned a valu- 
able lesson: Do not shoot off can- 
nons in buildings with thatched 
roofs, no matter how dramatic the 
situation. 

There are no cannons in the 
Folger Theatre’s new production 
of “Henry VIII,” though the show 


brings out the big guns in other 
ways. First among these is Naomi 
Jacobson, who brings dignity and 
spark to what could easily disinte- 
grate into a role full of histrionics 
and ridiculous Spanish accents as 
Henry’s first wife, the tragic Kath- 
erine of Aragon. More firepower 
comes in the form of William Ivey 
Long’s opulent costumes, which 
are highlighted beautifully in sev- 
eral key scenes by director Robert 
Richmond. 

By now, the story of “Henry” is 
familiar to middle-schoolers and 
Showtime subscribers alike: King 
Henry decides to dissolve his mar- 
riage to Katherine when the new 
girl he’s interested in, Anne Bol-

eyn, doesn’t approve of sex before 
marriage.

But instead of the dramatic, sexy 
story full of intrigue as seen on TV, 
this Tudor court is full of good-heart- 
ed, well-meaning people who all just 
sort of happen to misunderstand 
each other. After all, Shakespeare 
was writing about the family of his 
longtime patron.

CQ Vote for the Lihrary CQ 

If you’re not from Arlington, this may help you counter your own politicos if they decide to close libraries full days because ‘it 
worked for Arlington’. For those eligible to vote in Arlington next week, what follows explains why we need change in the Board. I’ve lived 
here 32 years and voted for everyone now on that Board. Not this time. 

Arlington has the worst Library, in terms of patron access, in the metropolitan region. This year, all Arlington Public Library Branches were 
closed one day in the middle of the week, which the County Board has repeatedly said was an economic necessity. This is demonstrably 
not true. Is the Board suffering from the arrogance of group think, or are they just overwhelmed by the problems this new economy has 
brought? 

A Brief History; 4 years ago the Board hired a new Director from the Library of Congress, converted the old Government Reference 
Library into a full service Branch of the APL for themselves and expensively renovated two other Branches. Then the financial downturn 
struck. But rather than recognizing the increased importance of the Public Library for patrons most affected by the bad economy, the 
Director kept her goals of a ‘classy’ [her word] Library that provides cultural programs. In an area awash in free culture. Some of us live 
closer to the Smithsonian than to the Central Library. 

To that end she decided to shut down neighborhood Branches as her response to the economy. Last year, the FY 2010 Proposed 
Budget included reducing three Branches to three days of operation each. The Director announced ‘town meetings’ at every Branch, even 
the ones not affected. Crowds showed up to discuss the Budget plan and were told that her way was the only way and their ideas were 
irrelevant. The crowds then showed up at the Budget Hearings and closures were mostly cancelled, with the Board agreeing that a three 
day schedule would result in an exodus of so many local patrons that the Branches would soon become unsustainable. 

This is how the Board works. It’s a ‘part-time’ job, paying $50,000/year. The county staff proposes a budget each year, which is 
approved unless there’s public disapproval. Which is why bypassing public notification is so crucial. Which is what happened this year: 
no town meetings, not even the signs on the Library doors that go up whenever the Library needs to communicate with patrons. A letter 
to the Board from the School Board advised against school-day closures, because many children don’t have access to computers and 
other resources, or even a quiet, safe place to study. They need them during school breaks, too. It’s hard for parents to be home for their 
children these days. This is a community issue. But few patrons knew to show up at the Budget Hearings, the School Board was ignored 
and the closures passed. THEN signs appeared on the Library doors, announcing the new schedules. 

Complaints of lack of adequate notice, particularly in view of the elaborate notification the year before, were made to the Board, but 
Chairman Fisette denied anything fishy had happened, saying citizens could have checked the Proposed Budget, read the Director’s blog, 
and asked their civic leaders [whoever they are]. Which begs the question- how could they know there was a reason to ask? The closures 
are also planned so that last year’s ‘targeted’ Branches lose Tuesday, a night for Branches, while the others lose Thursday, which normally 
closes at 6pm. We don’t need to wait to see whose circulation and door counts will lose the most. It’s called an end run. 

This June the Director publicly analyzed a taxpayer-funded survey of patrons, and omitted findings that losing Branch hours is a barrier to 
services. Patrons asked the Board to appoint a Library Patron citizen advisory group to have their own free public forums and give input 
to the Budget process rather than have to just accept or protest the FY 201 2 Proposed Budget next March. It’s not just to demand Branch 
hours. Communities have different configurations of schools, community centers and libraries. Our data could result in innovative use of 
them to maximize accessibility of services, including computers. The Board said no. 

So, this year, taxpayers are denied both the abiiity to protest a service cut and to give meaningfui input to next year’s 
Budget. Does the Board agree with the Director about this classy, new, cultural Library at the expense of the poorest citizens [including 
children]? Or have they just handed over decision making because it’s easier? The Library is a simple, low-cost [$200,000] issue. Is the 
$1 Million [and counting] 1-395 lawsuit the idea of County lawyers? Is $200 Million in Crystal City infrastructure going to be made because 
of the County planning staff? 

Earlier, I said the lack of money was demonstrably untrue. This same year the Board decided to ‘restore’ their own Plaza Branch day 
and Sunday nights at Central for $100,000 [neither of which are of use to the students affected by neighborhood closures, and the latter 
probably supplying Alexandria, Fairfax, DC and Falls Church with unreciprocated service, since their Libraries aren’t open then]. And an 
item not in the Proposed Budget; a step increase for County employees, costing $2.8 Million plus an arbitrary lump-sum of 2%, costing 
$1 .3 Million, for the highest paid, at the top step. It’s really about the Director. And why the Board is backing this. 

This is a year of tax and fee increases. Over 30% of Arlington voters routinely vote against the incumbent. Last year Mr. Fisette 
won by about 16,000 votes. If 8,000 voters had switched, he would have lost. Over 4,000 employees received those raises and bonuses, 
and even though they’re not all Arlington voters, with family and other beneficiaries it adds up. We all pay realty taxes, whether directly 
or indirectly. If you’re a grateful County employee, thank the taxpayers, not the Board. Mr. Zimmerman is on record as backing the 
Library ciosures.

‘“Chucho’s Steps’ is easily the most 
harmonically complicated song ever 
I’ve ever written, since it has 50 unre- 
peated bars,” he explained. “After I 
recorded it, I wasn’t even sure I could 
ever play it again.” 

There are also more personal 
hat-tips on the new disc, including 
a song for Valdes’ son, Julian. “He’s 
my youngest boy; he’s only 3,” the 
he explained. “He’s a very musical 
child, though. When I played him his 
song, he listened very intently, then 
danced up and down and told me, 
‘That’s for me. That’s for me.’” 

Though Valdes is nearly 70, he’s 
showing no signs of slowing down 
when it comes to performing and 
recording. While laying down tracks 
for “Chucho’s Steps,” the Afro-Cuban 
Messengers had the luxury of copious 
rehearsal time with their bandleader, 
but Valdes threw two songs into the 
mix at the last minute: the tempes- 
tuous “Yansa,” which was inspired 
by the Yoruban goddess of the wind

seven years. “It hasn’t been easy for 
me to be away,” he admitted. “I’ve 
missed it.” He said he’s inspired by 
a growing cultural cross-pollination 
between Cuba and the U.S. 

“More Cuban bands are coming 
over than ever before,” he said. “And, 
finally, American bands are starting 
to come to Cuba again.” 

Meanwhile, Valdes has been busy 
touring the rest of the world, working 
with backup band the Afro-Cuban 
Messengers and writing a new batch 
of songs. The prolific composer was 
determined to create an album that 
would pay homage to the musicians 
who inspired him in his long career 
— including Austrian keyboard- 
ist and composer Joe Zawinul, the 
Marsalis family and Valdes’ person- 
al hero, John Coltrane.

Music drives the heartbeat of 
Havana’s streets. Radios blare from 
passing cars, tunes tumble down 
from apartment windows.

Over a 50-year career, the leg- 
endary jazz pianist and composer 
has recorded more than 80 albums.

The two Washingtons are about as 
far apart as you can get. But accord- 
ing to Gorin Tucker, in the early 
1990s, “before the Internet and cell 
phones, punk rockers in Olympia 
were pen pals with punk rockers in 
D.C.” Tucker’s band, Sleater-Kinney, 
was always greeted rapturously in 
the District, and “whenever a D.C. 
band would come through Olym- 
pia, it was a really big deal.” 

One band in particular stands 
out to Tucker, a punk veteran who 
has since relocated to Portland, Ore. 
“Circus Lupus were just an amaz- 
ing band,” she says. “I never got 


to see them live, but I knew their 
music well and loved them.” Near- 
ly 20 years later. Tucker and former 
Lupus bass player Seth Lorinczi are 
longtime friends who have teamed

up for the Gorin Tucker Band, which 
is now launching a small tour in sup- 
port of their debut album, “1,000 
Years.” 

Their shared punk background 
certainly makes them a good musical 
match, but both Tucker and Lorinczi 
are parents of young children, which 
necessarily limits the time they can 


spend in the studio or onstage. In 
fact, recording a new album — her 
first since Sleater-Kinney’s hiatus 
— initially seemed unfeasible. “It’s 
something I had thought about,” 
she explains, “but the logistics of 


it were really daunting, especially 
being a mother of two.” 

She and Lorinczi ended up 
recording in his home studio (with 
drummer Sara Lund), which was “a 
really low-stress situation for making 


a record.” In fact, that casual atmo- 
sphere freed Tucker up to explore 
sounds very different from the music 
she made with Sleater-Kinney. “I 
wanted to do something different,” 
she says, “to branch out musically, 
and sing in different voices.” 

More austere and elemental than 
Sleater-Kinney, “1,000 Years” reso- 
nates with many of the same fierce 
emotions: loss, confusion, determi- 
nation and love. “There are a lot of 
different things that happen when 
you shift your life around to take 
care of your kids,” she explains. 
“Making this record was a way 
for me to express myself and let 
a bunch of feelings out. There’s a 
lot of joy in playing music again.”

Sax phenom Kenny 
Garrett channels the 
spirit of a jazz legend

Some musicians drop a new CD 
every couple months to keep their 
names out there. Others draw 
crowds with can’t-miss live per- 
formances. Kenny Garrett is that 
kind of performer. While the com- 
manding saxophonist has a sizeable 
discography, it’s been two years 
since he’s released a new disc. But 
he’s juggling three ensembles on 
the road: a supergroup made up 
of bassist Christian McBride, pia- 
nist Chick Corea and drummer Roy 
Haynes called the Freedom Band; 
a combo dedicated to performing 
his 2006 disc, “Beyond the Wall”; 
and a fairly new outfit he calls his 
“organ band.” 

This weekend at Blues Alley, 
Garrett will front his “organ band,” 
which is made up of the relative 
unknowns — keyboardist John-

ny Mercier, electric bassist Kona 
Khasu and drummer Nathan 
Webb. Garrett says that they’ll 
focus on new material for a yet-to- 
be-titled forthcoming album and 
songs from his most recent disc, 
“Sketches of MD,” which gives a 
nod to Miles Davis. 

Garrett toured and recorded 


with Davis during his final years 
and became the last noteworthy 
saxophonist to be associated with 
him. Recorded at New York’s Irid- 
ium Jazz Club, “Sketches of MD” 
showcases Garrett’s serpentine 
improvisations and passionate cries 
with a crackling young quartet. 

Interestingly, the disc contains 
no compositions written by or asso- 
ciated with Miles. Garrett opted 
instead to highlight his own writ- 
ing with a set that ranges from the 
feel-good “Happy People” to the 
modal-jazz burnout “The Ring.” 

“I just sketched out some ideas 
and saw what we could come up 
with. That’s how Miles use to do,” 
Garrett explains. “In general, that 
was the model of how I wanted to 
continue documenting myself.” 

And until Garrett decides on 
his next recording project, his 
firestorm performances will be the 
best document of all. johnmurph

This ‘House’ Is Not a Home 



A Japanese cult film 
gets the Criterion 
treatment in time for 
Halloween screams 


DVD Review 

The haunted house is an oldie 
but goodie when it conies to hor- 
ror-flick setups, so the opening 
of Japanese director Nobuhiko 
Obayashi’s 1977 film “House” 
(“Hausu”) is familiar: A group 
of teenagers travels to a strange, 
remote locale, where they are ter- 
rorized by otherworldly forces. 
One by one, they get killed off by 
increasingly strange, often gory 
means. 

“House” follows this formula 
to the letter, but along the way, it 
explodes expectations in a burst of 
candy-coated violence and exagger- 
ated cutout effects. The film was 
intended as a gentle parody of the 
milquetoast romantic blockbust- 
ers that were popular in Japan in 


the late ’70s. 

“House” has outlived the trends 
it was meant to puncture and now 
stands as a sovereign work, one that 
has been rediscovered by American 
audiences in the last few years. This 
month. Criterion gives the film its 
first U.S. DVD release in a set that 
includes a making-of and an inter- 
view/appreciation with American 
horror director Ti West. 

Obayashi co-wrote the script 


with his preteen daughter, Chigu- 
mi, who helped create the charac- 
ters and the outlandish fates they 
suffer. The seven girls — high- 
school friends who spend their 
summer at a house in the coun- 
tryside — are reduced to a single 
trait each: Gorgeous is the school 
beauty. Fantasy is the dreamer and 
so on. One girl is gobbled up by a 
piano, another eaten by a lamp. A 
disembodied head floats around 


and nibbles on a girl’s buttocks. 
Another girl turns into a doll. 

Cinematically, “House” acts 
like the malevolent structure it 
depicts. Every frame — or at least 
every scene —contains some unex- 
pected visual trick, 
some technique that 
engages the eye as 
well as the brain. At 
times, the film has 
the feel of a child’s 
nightmare cray- 
oned onto construction paper: 
imaginative, intense and primal 
in its fears. 

And yet, for all its hyperactivi- 
ty, its one-dimensional characters 
and its lost-in-translation subtext, 
“House” creates its own inner logic, 
weaving these astounding set piec- 
es into a coherent narrative. It’s 
ostentatious, but with good rea- 
son: Obayashi created his own 
cinematic world in “House,” and, 
30 years later, it remains just as 
inviting and as menacing as ever.

^ Mexico a decade ago but didn't start crafting confections until last year, when she 
^ 0 ^ bought a set of Day of the Dead candy molds. Now she makes a variety of finely 
decorated sugar skulls, which can stand alone or top cakes and cupcakes. Though the 
sculptures are edible, they can survive more than one season if they're used as decorations. 
"I still have some from years ago," Peterson admits. "And they still look awesome."

Pan de 
muerto (bread of the dead, 
above) comes sprinkled 
with sugar and infused with 
anise and orange blossom 
water.

Calabaza en tacha is 
chunks of pumpkin stewed 
in piloncillo (raw sugar), 
orange juice, anise, cloves 
and Mexican cinnamon bark 
until it’s nearly translucent 
and entirely decadent.

“1 remember going to 
the cemetery where my 
grandparents are buried;

Cuba Libre imagines 
the evolution of Cuban 
cuisine pre-Castro 

New Spot 

Halfway through a beet and basil 
mojito, you can almost hear a band 
playing salsa on a street in Old 
Havana. 

Hearkening back to Cuba’s pre- 
Castro glory is the idea, says Barry 
Gutin, co-owner of Cuba Libre Res- 
taurant and Rum Bar, which opened 
Oct. 1. “We call it nuevo cubano,” 
he says of the cuisine. “We try to 
imagine what restaurants in Cuba 
would be serving today had Cas- 
tro not come to power and the cui- 
sine evolved.” 

The result is a combination of 
classic entrees — Lechon Asado, 
pulled pork in sour orange mojo 
sauce with a side of Amarillo chile- 
smashed yucca; and Ropa Vieja, 
shredded beef brisket; stewed with 
tomatoes, bell peppers, onions, peas 


Cubano ($5). Made from avocado, 
pineapple, fresh lime juice and extra- 
virgin olive oil, it’s served with plan- 
tain chips. Carnivores might favor 
Albondigas Camagiiey ($5), chino- 
glazed beef, pork and pine nut meat- 
balls on a bed of pickled carrots. 

And what’s a rum bar without 
rum? Cuba Libre serves more than 
70 varieties, including six of its own. 
Hierba buena, a mint-like herb, and 
guarapo, fresh sugar cane juice that’s 
pressed in house, flavor the bar’s 
14 mojitos, which come in mango, 
grilled pineapple and guava among 
other varieties. “We take our moji- 
to very seriously,” says Executive 
Chef Jason Kaufman. “We import 
cases of fresh sugarcane from the 
Dominican Republic and press our 
own lime juice.” 

Open only for dinner now, Cuba 
Libre will begin serving lunch on 
Oct. 27 and brunch on Nov. 13.

Game Review 

I’ve spent so much time playing 
“Rock Band” and “Guitar Hero” 
over the last five years that, by now, 
I ought to be able to give Eric Clap- 
ton a run for his money. 

That’s what I thought, at least, 
before tackling “Rock Band 3” 
(MTV Games). Yes, I can still pre- 
tend I’m a rock star by strapping 
on the familiar plastic guitar and 
jamming along with Jimi Hendrix’s 
greatest hits. But “RB3” also fea- 
tures a much more demanding Pro 
mode, and mastering “Crosstown 
Traffic” is suddenly a lot tougher. 



Those who aspire to guitar god- 
hood will need to invest an extra 
$150 for Mad Catz Inc.’s Pro Gui- 
tar peripheral, a piece of equipment 
with electronic frets and actual 
strings. For gamers who really want 
to learn how to play, “Rock Band 


3” includes an exhaustive tutorial; 
after a weekend, I was able to pull 
off a passable version of Joan Jett’s 
“I Love Rock and Roll.” 

Mad Catz has also developed an 
$80 keyboard for “Rock Band 3,” 
and it adds a whole new dimension 


to group play. Casual ivory-ticklers 
can play along using just five keys; 
Elton John wannabes can learn to 
use all 25. The set list includes pia- 
no-heavy acts such as the Doors 
and Yes, and you can liven up all 
your old downloaded tracks by 
playing the guitar or bass parts 
on the keyboard. 

“Rock Band 3” is great for peo- 
ple who just want to have fun at 
parties and for those who seriously 
want to learn musical skills. 

In contrast, “Guitar Hero: 
Warriors of Rock” (Activision, for 
the Xbox 360, PlayStation 3, Wii, 
$59.99) shows the rhythm-game 
genre at its worst.

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Dystopian Drama 


AMC’s 'Walking Dead’ 
hinges on the horrors 
of Life in the wake of 
a zombie apocalypse 

TV Preview 

There are countless zombie mov- 
ies that show us the apocalypse in 
90 minutes, but until now there has 
never been a television show devot- 
ed to the undead menace (aside 
from a few standalone episodes of 
serial horror shows such as “Tales 
From the Crypt ”) Which makes 
sense, considering that unlike most 
horror conventions, zombies typ- 
ically bring about the large-scale 
destruction of civilization. 

So, it’s fitting that the first zom- 
bie television show, AMC’s “The 
Walking Dead” (10 p.m. on Sun.), 
didn’t begin its post-death life as 
a TV script. It’s based on a graphic 
novel series of the same title, which 
portrays life after the apocalypse as 
necessarily episodic and potential- 
ly never-ending, at least until the

zombie “outbreaks" at commuter 
centers around the world Tuesday, 
as part of promotional stunts for 
“The Walking Dead."

death or (worse) zombification of 
the point- of-view character. The 
end of the world, in other words, 
needs several volumes of books and 
several seasons of television. 

Happily, Frank Darabont carries 


that narrative approach over to tele- 
vision. He keeps most of the graph- 
ic-novel elements in place, includ- 
ing most of the characters. 

Sheriff’s Deputy Rick Grimes 
(Andrew Lincoln) spends the zom- 
bie apocalypse in a coma, having 
been shot in the chest weeks ear- 
lier. He wakes alone, weak and 
confused. Where are the nurs- 
es and doctors, the patients and 
visitors? 

Using no soundtrack but let- 
ting the ambient silence lend the 
action an eerie verite, Darabont 
follows Grimes around the empty 
hospital. 

Once outside amid the littered 
corpses and abandoned military 
vehicles, he sets out on a mission 
to find his wife and son. He heads 
to downtown Atlanta, where there 
is supposedly a refugee center. Big 
mistake: In a nervily claustro- 
phobic action sequence. Grimes 
finds himself trapped inside a 
tank that is clustered with the 
walking, climbing, biting dead.
